The'esseritiar  liferary  device  underlying  the  novel's  structure  is,  like  the  rest  of  the 
novel,  traditional  rather  than  innovative:  the  bringing  together  of  a  number  of  highly 
articulate  representatives  of  different  social  types  in  an  enclosed  setting,  cut  off  from 
a  turbulent  w/orld,  and  allowing  them  to  interact  with  one  another  and  express  their 
varying  points  of  view.    The  types  in  South  Wind  ate  not  unfamiliar:  a  colonial 
bishop,  a  young  Oxonian;  an  American  millionaire;  an  impoverished  Italian  count; 
a  pettifogging  ambassador;  and  so  forth.    These  diverse  and  often  charmingly  eccen- 
tric characters  all  share  two  qualities  in  common:  their  leisure  (temporary  or  perman- 
ent]; and  their  high  level  of  articulateness.    They  all  talk  just  like  characters  in  a  novel. 


The  author  has  fashioned  a  witty  narrative  whose  principal  tendency  is  toward 
the  constant  ironic  undercutting  of  traditional  values.    The  narrative  is  loosely 
constructed  about  the  visit  to  the  island  of  an  Anglican  bishop,  Mr.  Heard,  who 
comes  to  lose  his  faith  and  his  moral  principles  by  the  end  of  the  novel,  seduced 
by  the  sultry  influence  of  the  Sirocco  (the  south  wind  of  the  title)  that  infects 
life  on  the  island  with  physical  and  moral  torpor.    The  cynicism  and  moral  rela- 
tivism which  saturate  the  novel  are  strongly  influenced  by  the  intellectual  trends 
set  by  the  philosopher   Nietzsche  and  the  social  theorist  Herbert  Spencer,  very  much 
in  vogue  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  both  of  whom  emphasized  the  failure  of  tra- 
ditional ethical  systems  either  to  account  for  or  to  regulate  the  ways  of  the  world. 
But  even  deeper  than  this  amoral  worldliness  lies  a  profound  despair,  the  conviction 
that  appearances,  though  always  equivocal,  are  all  we  shall  ever  know  of  reality.    The 
novel  thus  anticipates  future  trends  in  fiction  with  which  we  are  not  familiar: 
absurdism,  existentialism,  game  theory.    In  this  sense  Sour/i  Wind  is  indeed  a  modern 
novel.

SOUTH  WIND  BY  NORMAN  DOUGLAS — MORNING  READING 

South  Wind  belongs  to  our  literary  legacy  of  "minor  classics,"  those  works  of  British 
fiction  which  are  rarely  included  in  college  literary  surveys,  not  for  lack  of  merit,  but 
because  they  are  not  in  the  creative  vanguard  of  their  times.    The  novel  was  published 
in  1917,  at  the  height  of  the  great  war  that  was   turning  Europe  into  a  mass  graveyard 
and,  not  incidentally,  dealing  the  final  blow  to  the  complacent,  class-aligned  assump- 
tions about  art  and  culture  that  had  underlain  the  Victorian  era.    In  the  following 
year,  Lytton  Strachey  would  publish  The  Eminent  Victorians,  the  now  classic  debun- 
king of  that  era  and  all  It  stood  for.    Joyce  was  at  work  on  Ulysses,  and  Eliot  would 
publish  77ie  Waste  Land  in  1922,  establishing  firmly  a  new  literary  consciousness 
that  had  been  building  since  the  turn  of  the  century  and  even  before.    It  was  not 
a  propitious  time  for  the  emergence  of  a  novel  that  was  the  culmination  of  an  old 
mode  rather  than  the  heralding  of  a  new  one.    But  such  a  novel  South  Wind  is:  a 
triumph  of  the  genteel  conversational  mode,   squarely  within  the  tradition  of  belles- 
lettres,  refined,  elegant,  ironic,  gay,  a  tissue  of  fine  conversation,  witty  anecdote, 
and  superb  evocations  of  landscape.    In  short,  it  has  all  the  virtues  (insofar  as  we 
still  think  of  them  as  virtues)  of  high  culture:  good  manners,  poise,  breeding,  intel- 
ligence, taste,  savoir  faire.    It  also  reflects  the  inbred  vices  of  that  culture:  elitism, 
complacency,  bigotry,  and  an  ironic,  superior  fatalism  about  the  way  of  the  world 
that  allows  the  privileged  caste  to  continue  to  make  fine  conversation  while  the 
world  wheels  toward  doom  about  them. 


"CYCLE  CYCLE"  RECYCLED 

A  number  of  years  ago,  my  predecessor  as  Music  Director  of  KPFK,  William 
Malloch,  programmed  a  most  interesting  series  called  7V7e  Cycle  Cycle,  wherein, 
over  a  period  of  weeks  or  even  months,  all  the  symphonies  of  Mahler  or  all 
the  piano  concertos  of  Mozart  would  be  played.    (This  was  in  the  days  before 
marathons  at  the  Hollywood  Bowl,  the  Music  Center,  and  elsewhere.    In  fact, 
I  strongly  suspect  the  idea  originated  in  Los  Angeles  on  the  airwaves  at  90.7  MHz) 
Well,  in  this  age  of  conservation,  reclamation,  and  recycling,  I  think  it's  time  to 
revive  a  good  idea.    So,  beginning  this  month  on  Noon  Concert,  the  cosmic  wheel 
makes  another  turn,  and  The  Cycle  Cycle  starts  again.    This  time  we'll  begin  with 
all  32  of  Beethoven's  piano  sonatas,  to  be  followed  by  all  of  Bruckner's  sympho- 
nies (including  the  No.  "0"  and  the  "Study"   Symphony),    Other  cycles  in  the 
planning  stage  include  all  of  Messiaen's  piano  works,  the  masses  of  Schubert,  the 
concertos  of  Mendelssohn  (there  are  more  than  you  think!),  and  the  symphonies 
of  Vaughan  Williams.    If  you  have  suggestions,  let  me  know,    (Now  if  1  could 
just  find  a  recording  of  —  we  could  do  the  complete ).

The  roar  of  the  wheels  of  doom  is  not  unheard  in  South  Wind,  but  it  is  muted  to 

a  well  bred  sigh  and  seems  to  come  from  over  a  far  horizon.    Here,  on  the  picturesque 

Mediterranean  island  where  the  novel  is  set,  pressing  social  issues  are  held  at  bay 

by  the  routine  of  visits,  parties,  excursions.    Lulled  by  the  gentle  torpor  of  the  sirocco, 

the  tultry  south  sind  that  blows  across  the  island  (aptly  named  Nepenthe,  Greek  for 

"fo»getfulness  of  sorrow")  brilliant  conversation  about  art,  religion,  and  politics 

grifolds  in  leisurely  oratorical  rhythnis.

If  this  sounds  rather  "dark"  it  may  help  put  things  in  perspective  to  know  that 
Fire  Sale's    writer,  Robert  Klane,  was  also  the  author  of  the  outrageous  comedy, 
Where's  Poppa^    Finding  humor  in  discomfiting  situations  seems  to  be  his  special 
ty.
